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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either singly or in combinations, fails to anticipate or render obvious a 
plasma processing system comprising: a processing chamber, a pair of electrodes, a RF feeding 
apparatus, a retaining/removal apparatus, and a detection apparatus for detecting the 
electrostatic-chucking state of the substrate and for detecting-removal state of electrical charges 
from the substrate, on the basis of variations in impedance arising between the sample table 
and the substrate* 

With regard to the remand from the Board of Appeals (04-26-06), the Examiner agrees 
with the Board of Appeals that 112 6^*^ paragraph is invoked, hi Figure 1 (detection apparatus 
11), page 6, lines 19-3, and page 7, lines 21-32 of the specification, the fimction of the detection 
apparatus is disclosed. Therefore, this functional limitation is given patentable weight and thus 
overcomes the prior art of record.
